Lin c o l n , No v. 7.—W. J. Bryan has 
given out the following address to the 
bimetallists of the country: 


Conscious that millions of loyal hearts 
are saddened by temporary defeat, I 
beg to offer a word of hope and encour­ 
agement. No cause ever had sup|x>rt- 
ers more brave, earnest and devoted 
than those who have espoused the cause 
of bimetallism. They have fought from 
conviction, and have fought with all 
the zeal which conviction inspires. 
Events will prove whether they are 
right or wrong. 
Having done their 
duty as they saw it, they have nothing 
to regret. 


The republican candidate has iieen 
heralded as the advance agent of pros- 
IKjrity. 
If his policies bring real pros- 
jwrity to the American people those 
who opposed him will share in that 
prosperity. 
If, on the otlier hand, his 
))olicies prove an injury to tlie people 
generally, those of his supiwrters who 
do not lielong to the ofllce-holding class, 
or to the privileged classes, will suffer 
in common with those who opposed 
him. The friends of bimetallism have 
not Ijeen vanquished; they have simply 
ixjen overcome. They l»elieve that tlie 
gold standaiHl is a conspiracy of the 
money-changers against the welfare of 
the human race, and until convinced of 
their error they will continue tht; war­ 
fare against it. 


The contest has been waged t his year 
under

embarrassments

For the first time

The loss of a few states, and tfuit, 
too, l>y a very small plurality, has d«*- 
fcated bimetallism for the present, but 
bimetallism emerges from the contest 
stronger than it was four months ago.

rcduced friction to a minimum. 1 here­ 
by express my jKsrsonal gratitude ti> 
the individual meml>ers, as well as tlu 
executive ofllcers, of the national com­ 
mittee of the democratic, impulist ami 
silver parties for their efllcient, untir­ 
ing and unselflsii la)N>i*s. They havi 
laui the foundation for futurti su(*ci‘ss 
and will lie rememlHjred as pioneers 
when victory is a t last secured. 


No iMsrsonal or |R)lltlcal friend need 
grieve iMicause of my defeat. My am­ 
bition has i>een to si‘cure immediate 
legislation rather than to enjoy the 
himors of ofllce: 
tiierefore, def<;at 
brings to me no feeling of personal loss. 
S|>eaking for the wife who lias shared 
my labors, as well as for mystdf, I de­ 
sire to say tliat we have l>een amply re­ 
paid for all that we have done.

THE PUEBLO WOMEN.

ly iw Voiiiiic Mothrn. 


“ The Pueblo hulian women are often 
very pretty as girls, and some of them 
make stately young mothers,” writes 
Hamlin Garland in Ladies’ Home Joar 
nal. *‘Tiiey work genertUly in groups of 
tlin c or four, cooking, whitewashing 
weaving or painting pntteiy. Tliey seem 
to have a good d(;al to chatter abont, 
and their smiling fares are very agree- 
alde. Tliey have most excellent white 
te(‘ih. Their ceremonial dress is very 
picturesqne, espe<dally the costume of 
the Aeoma and Islotagirls. All burdens 
are carrie<l by the womun of Aeoma 
Isleta and Laguna upon the head, and 
they have, in consc>qncnoe. a magnili 
c<^>nt carriage even late in life. The old 
women of Walpi, on the contrary, are 
tent and down looking. They cany 
th<«ir burdens on their backs slung in 
blanket. Tho girls of Isletaweara light 
cloth over their heads. Spanish fashion 
and manage it with fine grace and oo> 
quitry. 


"The everyday dress of the Hopi 
w’onion consists of a sort of kilt, which 
is wrapped around tho hips and fastened 
with a belt, a nuMliflcation of the blan 
k«‘t or wolf skin. Aliove this a sort of 
sleeveless chemitie partly covers tl» 
bosom. Their hair is carefully tended, 
but is worn in an ungraceful mode 1^ 
soino of the wfJinen. Tim women of 
Hano out the hair in front square aeioss 
about to the line of the lips, while tlte 
back hair is gatliered into a sort of 
billet, Tiie front hair hangs down over 
the faces, often concoaiing one eye. The 
unmarried women in Walpi wear their 
hair in a strange way. They coil it into 
two big disks just above their ears,

Mothers, therefore, permit few if any 
intimacies, and these are all winnowed 
and selected with the greatest care. One 
advantage of thia system is that the 
name of friend is not carelessly bestowed 
right and left It takes time and good 
reasons for simple acquaintances to rise 
to that rank. The mother not only 
wards off little boy cousins and inti* 
mate girl friends, but she discourages 
the little girl in showing off her knowl* 
edge out of the classroom, for she is 
fully aware that nothing could be less 
attractive in the eyes of the expected 
lord and master than a bluestocking.

IN NATURAL COLORS. 


lifcllk« TiaU Inip«rt«tl to «a (Irdtnary 
l*liolwcnii|ih. 


It haa lieen known for a long time 
that if the sun’s rays are allowed to 
shine upon the glass side of a photo- 
liraphio negative and the «ye is brought* 
i nto the proper position it is posHitile 
to see the positive picture in tiie origi­ 
nal natural colors of the objcot plinto* 
graphed. From a sciontiflo standpoint 
this is sometimes a matter of very 
great importance. In order to bring ont 
this quality of a negative independently 
of the sun’s rays Professor Lippmann 
has, after long study, constructed an 
apparatus which enables him to obtain 
the same result with artificial light. Ho 
employs a gas lamp with a Welsbach 
burner, the rays of which are thrown 
upon the negative by means of a lens, 
in order to have the rays strike the neg­ 
ative parallel. 


The negative in for the pnri>ose 
mounted upon a wooden stand with a 
blsek poliMhed surface. Another large 
lens, held in a black frame, is mounted 
on a separate stand, and a diaphragm 
held upon the same stand is provided 
immediately in front of the focus of 
this larger lens. To see the picture in 
ail ita natural beauty of color the angle 
at which the negative is examined must 
to exactly the same as the angle at 
which the pju-allel rays strike it It is 
in the reflection of the light rays and 
its distribution through the larger lens 
that the picture, which is ftutened upon 
the negative in dull black tones, is 
again dissolved into its original re­ 
splendent beauty. Aside from its scien­ 
tific importance, it is a matter of con­ 
siderable moment, for instance, in re­ 
production of portraits in oil after u 
photograiili, since tints of hair, eyeii 
and complexion are plainly dlNcernible 
in the artificially colored iHJsitive thus 
produced from the black negative.—'Ex­ 
change.

The rapidity with which Franca wns 
repairing the disasters of the war and 
the ease with which ahe met tha Anan- 
cial obligations it imposed on har aa* 
tonishod Europe iind pertnrbei the 
statesmen at Berlin. Her militaiy force 
was being judiciously reconstmoted, 
and it seemed alK> as if the calcnlation 
of Prince Bismatok aa regards the con* 
stitulion of her intwnal gov#mnant 
might be falsified. The German chan* 
cel lor desired to see established what a 
Russian diplomatist iiappi^ dosoiibed 
as a republique dissolvant«.

Notwitiistanding his efforts to bring 
this result about and the impraetleabl» 
character of the Comte de Ghambord 
which rendered the restoration of‘mop 
archy^ for a time imposaible, tliert wcrs 
indications that a stable systrwi qt gov* 
ernmcnt would be founde<l wUioh would 
enable France to recover a strmig posi* 
tion in the commimity of nationa Prince 
Bismarck w'as resolved this should not 
bo, and suddenly, in May, 
'76, Prince 
Hohcnlohe, the present c. .ncellor of 
the Gorman empire, who was then em 
bassudor in Paris, appeared at the 
French foreign office and asked for ex* 
planations regarding the solieme for tha 
reconstruction of the French army. The 
Duo de Broglie, in his interesting ac­ 
count of the embassy of M. de Gontaut* 
Biron to Berlin, describes tlie oonstema* 
tion which followed this attempt to pro* 
voko another quarrel with France^ An* 
other war seemed inevitabla England 
and Russia interfered to prevent it 
Prince Bismarck could easily have dis* 
regarded the remonstrances of both. 
England would certainly not take up 
arms if he paid no attention to har rep* 
rcMntations, and Ruasia would have 
thought twice before incurring tha hoa* 
tility of Germany in view of coning 
events in the Balkan peninsula. 


The fact, though not generally knowi^ 
is tlmt the greatest influence in prevent­ 
ing war was that of the Grand Duka of 
Bi^cn. While the relations with Frauoa 
wero becomingcomplicated the Knperor 
VViUiam happened to be staying at tha 
MoKjan, the seat of the Grand Duka of 
Baden, on the Lake of Constance. Ona 
moniing the grand duchess, who waa 
tho emperor’a daughter, came Into her 
father's study and showed him n nnm 
ber of extracts from the presa. He per- 
ceived at once that the countiy was 
drifting into war, and, after a oonsnlta* 
tion witli his <ion*in*law, who was 
stronitly opposed to provt^ing a war, 
which, however sncceaafni for the mo­ 
ment would have been moat disastrous 
to the name and character of Germany, 
the aged monarch went off that very 
evening to Berlin, and Prince Biamarck

The New Fog Signal At St Joseph 
Can Be 
Heard 
That 
Distance. 


PLAN OF TH E SIGNAL STATION. 


Seven 
Men Have 
Commenced 
Work on the Station—Vl^lll be 
Completed In February. 


W. E. Wrege, the government engineer, 
has commenced work with seven men on 
tbe new fcg signal-for-the St. Joseph Har­ 
bor. 


The flrst|work to be done will be to re­ 
move the range light and to move the 
pier head beacon 290 feet nearer the outer 
end of the pier. Then the fog signal will 
bo erected. 


The plant to be constructed here wil be 
one of the best on the lalces. It will be 
ready for work in four montiis. Tiie sta­ 
tion will be 23k40 feet and 28 feet in 
height. In the station will be two boilers 
and two engines, duplicate plants, so that 
in case of,an accident to one the other may 
be used. 


The whistle will be a mammoth| affair, 
10 inches in diameter and 10 inches long. 
It will be of the single bell variety and in 
clear weather can be heard a distance of 
42 miles. Back olg the^whistlo will be a 
parabolic reflector which [will keep the 
sound away from the city and throw it ont 
into the lake when it is needed.^ 


The building will be sheeted with corru­ 
gated iron, making it absolutely Are proof. 
Tlie station will be built on a sub structure 
five feet high. 


Tho work at the station requires the at­ 
tendance of one man all the time, so that 
Keeper Platt will have two assistants in­ 
stead of one as ho has now.

The direoton 
meet twice a week, and t h ^ friendly 
gathering« are aaid to be moat enjoyable 
affaira Loana and diwonnta form the 
chief rabjecta of oonTcnation. Mo loan 
m discoont can be made without tbe ap* 
proTal of three of the direoton. 


Bnppoae the directora are to hold a 
meeting on Wednesday and yon want 
to borrow $6,000 on Monday. Yon ap­ 
ply to Norgea bank and are told that 
the matter will bo taken under oonsid- 
oration at the direoton* meeting on 
Wedncfday, and yon may look for an 
annwcr to yonr application by Than- 
day. It does not matter in the toast that 
yon want the $5,000 on Monday and 
not Thursday. 
You aimply have to 
wait. 


The orif*in of this institution was as 
peculiar a» its management is nnnsnal. 
Soon after the nominal union of Nor­ 
way and Sweden, in 1814, the latter 
country began to feel the need of great­ 
er money fooilitios to mcettlie demands 
of the rapidly inoroaiing commerce. 
The problem of securing the necessary 
oapital for a great national institution 
was a very simple one for the Nor­ 
wegian goTemment 


It raised stookholden for the bank 
jnst as it raised soldien for its armies. 
Every well to do citizen was oompelled 
to take so much stock. Ho was always at 
liberty to take more if he choae, but al­ 
ways in amounts divisible by five. 
BookkcKiping was made easy on a new 
principlo, in accordance with which 
sums ending in other figures than fivo 
and r,ero were to be excluded fram the 
books. 


This national bank Is also a pawn­ 
shop. It is authoriased by law to lend 
money on any nonperiplmble goods, pro* 
vided they can be deposited in the bank 
aud kept under look and key. For this 
service it charges rather less than thn 
usnal pawnbroker's interest, which 
may perhaps account for tho rarity of 
private pawnshops in Norway. In the 
regular loan department the carious 
rule is enforced that loans may not bo 
made for less than one month nor for 
more than six and only for sums of at 
least $120.—’Pittsburg Dispatol».

We are ready enough now to give our 
possible adversaries all credit for pluok 
aud perhaps for technioal skill, and yet, 
as regards practice in tho use of their 
weapons, we still have them at an Im* 
measurable disadvantage. Thia factor 
is commonly omitted from newspaper 
comparisouH, but it would probably have 
moro weight than any other in deter* 
mining the issue of an actual struggle. 
Two dnelistJi may each have lion hearts 
and each the best Damascus bladei^ but 
if ono has ten timea moro practice in tho 
art of fencing than the other it is long 
odds that he will win. So it is with our 
navy. It haa m far greater knowledge of 
ships, acquired by actual firing praotioe, 
tliim any other power. Aud tho reason 
of this is precisely becanse such kuowl* 
edge is a very expensive thing to ao* 
quire, and England is the only nation 
that cares to afford it. 


It is probable that where France, 
the next naval power, spends » mil* 
lion in sea cruising and gnn firinib wo 
•pend five. From every gun in our novf 
having a caliber of 10 inches aud under 
there are flrcd each quarter eight rounds 
of ammunition by way* of praotioe and 
from all guns heavier than 10 inch four 
rounds a quarter, irrespective of the ad* 
ditional rounds used in the annual 
“prize firing.*' Tho heavy expenditure 
Involved in this item alone may be hint 
ed at by observing that every fall round 
fired from » 6 inch gnn costs £10, from 
an 8 inch gun £30, from a 13 inch gnn 
£133 aud from the 10.36 inch, m 110 
ton gun, as much as £300. And tbf 
figures are only a small part of the 
story, for tho life of a very heavy gun 
is not a long one, and though a 0 Inch 
gun can fire as many as 500 roiwda, TO 
or 80 full rounds are tho limit of tbe 
110 ton. After firing that amount they 
will both require a new inner tube, i 
emtly matter enough.—Chambers' Jour 
nal.

By oh- 
serving these rules a bouquet can bo 
kept bright and beautiful for at leiuit 
one month and will last still longer in

H»rbor as | 
Rnbber is one of the most staple and 
useful articles in modem u e o . There are 
but few uses to which tlio wonderful 
product cannot bo put. It can be made 
at pliable as putty or as hard as wood, 
and is just as adapted for use as a hair­ 
pin as for a golf ball or a waterproof 
jacket. Few people, however, are as fa­ 
miliar with the process of manufacture 
as with tho product itself. 


The larger part of our rnbber goods 
comes from Brazil, whioh is tho great­ 
est rubber producing «nuntcy in the 
world. Here, of course, rubber workers 
handle their elastic material with an 
ease and celerity which is a revelation 
to tho man who has wasted tho greater 
part of a forenoon trying to mend a hole 
in his punctured tire. Althougli the 
larger part of rubber manufacturing Is 
done by machinery there is still consid­ 
erable done by hand. In making up 
goods for druggists, stationers and sur­ 
gical supplies the best grades of Para 
rubber, tho best iu tho world, are gen­ 
erally used. 


The ordinary commercial rnbber is 
gray, but its coloring is an easy matter. 
This is done by mechanically mixing 
with tho rubber, after it is wasiied and 
dried, diff'erent kinds of pigments—ox­ 
ide of cinc for white, lampblack for 
black, golden sulphuret of antimony for 
yellow and vermilion for red. The rub­ 
ber mixed with the pigment is run 
through heavy steam heated rollers into 
thin sheets. 


The making of rnbber bands is a sim­ 
ple process. Thin sheets of pure gum 
are wrapped around a form until it is 
shaped into a flat tube of tho required 
thickness. This tube is then vulcanized, 
when it is shipped off tlio form and run 
through a machine, whioh cuts it cross 
wise into strips. 


Rubber erasers contain finely pow­ 
dered pumice stono or emery dust. Tho 
abrasive matetials are mixed with tho 
rubber mechanically, wliicii is then 
molded into shai)e and vulcanized un­ 
der steam heat. 


One of the most interesting processes 
in tho manufacture of rubber goods is 
that of bulbs. Long bulbs, such as syr­ 
inges and atomizers, are madu fsom two 
pieces of rubber, but round bulbs, such 
as pumps and balls, aro 'made from 
threo pieces. For cutting tho rubber 
aino or galvanized iron patterns aro 
used. 
Considerable cure is necessary 
in thi% as the strength of tho seant de­ 
pends upon the smooth fitting of tho 
edges. Tho three parts for hollow balls 
may, however, bo cut with a die. If tiui 
bulb has a neck, small pegs of iron aro 
flrst prepared bv i)cing cemented and 
wound with strips of rubber as a nu­ 
cleus. 


After tho rnbber is cut into the proper 
parts it is then brushed with cement tho 
whole length of tho skived edges and 
thoroughly heated. The bulbmaker then 
takes the softened rubber, and tak­ 
ing a prepared peg places tho neck 
on one piece on one side of the rubber 
core and another neck piece on tho op­ 
posite side, then presses them flniily to­ 
gether, and, rolling the whole 
tube 
shaped pieco between thumb and fore­ 
finger, has finished tlio iji-ck of tho bulb. 
Tho next process is tlmt of knitting tho 
edges which form tl«o seam. 
This is 
done by holding tlio finished neck to­ 
ward the operator in his left hand, 
while with tlie thumb and forefinger of 
the right he pinches tho edges firnUy 
together for nearly tho whole distance 
around. 
Into tho side aperture, which 
is left open, is poured a littlo water or 
liqnid ammonia. Tho opening is then 
made still smaller, and us a final touch 
the maker puts his lips to tho orifice and 
blows full and hard into tho bulb. The 
softened rubber under this pressure ex­ 
pands^ tho flattened shai>e is lost iu a 
fuller and more roundi>d outline, while 
tho operator, with a quick nip of his 
teeth, closes tho opening, tiie imprisoned 
air and water holding tho sides apart in 
symmetrical corpulency. 


Tho partly wade bulb is now passed 
on to the turners, who, armed with scis­ 
sors with curved blades, carefully circle 
the seams, cutting away ail unevenness, 
till the whole exterior is ready for tho 
wold. 


The bulbs, as soon as they leuva tho 
trimmers’ bands, are laid in shallow 
pans filled with chalk. 
Wlun tak«>n 
from here, they are carefully dusted 
with talc, so that tho rubl>er will not 
adhere to the inside of tlto mold. A 
mold worker then takes one-half of the 
mold in his left h-^ul and with liis right 
gently forces a bulb into it, capping it 
with the second half. Each bulb, if tho 
pattern worker is skilJful, will fit its 
inold; otherwise the finislied bulb is apt 
to bo imperfect. 


Tho molds aro run u jk«! small tracks 
into the vulcanizer. After they have 
bten cured a sufficient time tho vulcan- 
isters are opened and the cans are run 
under an ordinary shower bath, wiiich 
quickly cools thenj. They are then un- 
keyed, tho molds twisted ojm^u and tiie 
bnlbs taken out. If the work be well 
done, the swelling of the liquid within 
its rubber prison has exerted so intense 
a force that every lino and letter within 
the mold is reproduced njion the outside 
of the bulb, while the sulphur, combin­ 
ing with tho heat, accomplishes the 
vulcanisation. 


The final proccss takes place in tho 
cylinder room, where in slowly revolv­ 
ing tumbling barrels the bulb undergoes 
a thorongh scouring. 
When taken out 
fif the cylioderi, the dirty yellow color 
which tho bulbs bore on leaving tho 
Biold has disappeared, and they are now 
smooth, white sud Unished. Tho neck 
being out off tiie rfsquired length, tho 
bulb is ready for market or for the vari­ 
ous fittings which accompany it as ad* 
lunoti to the syringe or aiowiicer.— 
V m m and Advwtii«r.

Twin Spring? to St.

Th* Trip Has An Especial Charm 
for Fisherm en but All 
Relish it. 


Where is a fnircr laml than one glides 
through who embarks in a row boat at 
Twin SpriiiiTS and idly drifts with the 
oapricioiis current of the St. Joseph river 
until tbe blue waters oi Lake Michigan 
dance in sight? 


Two weeks ago such a voyage was a 
glimpse of heaven. At present the foliage 
has been stripped of its dress of autumnal 
beauty aad is brown and wierd. But withal 
there is a cliarm about the melHnchoIy 
woodhtnds along the banks that entertains 
you, and as you glide along, your boat now 
hurrying through playful eddies und then 
suddenly resting on the calm bosom of a 
deep pool, you can fancy yourself iu s 
newly created world. 


It is not an uncommon thing for St. Jos­ 
eph anglers to launch their row boats at 
Twin Springs in tho morning and arrive in 
St. Joseph m time to join tho family at 
8up[)er, covering the 16*mile serftenline 
course that the river pursues in twelve 
hours. Tho boat is loaded into a luniber 
wagon the uight before and tho fishermen, 
usually two in number, are uriven across 
the country to the residence of Farmer 
Brown, a large, homely but kindly looking 
farm house, situated on a slight elevation 
overlooking the river at Twin Springs. 
The party seldom leaves St. Joseph before 
8 o’clock and it ii usually about 11 o'clock 
when the Brown mansion is reached, thu 
di.stance beini; 10 miles, and if the driver 
has been incouaiderate yon feel a sen»e of 
numbness along your spinal column, pro­ 
duced by three hours of continuous jolting. 


¿landlord Brown, who, by the wny, i.«» 
always prepared to furnish accommodation, 
his house being built with a view to enter­ 
taining raftsmeu and other varieties of 
river navigators, will give you a warm 
welcome. At 5 o’clock in tbe morning, if 
you are an ambitious angler, you will nave 
your lunch, fishing tackle, etc., (every 
tlsherman knows what *‘etc.” is) stored 
away in the boat and complete preparations 
for the trip made. 


Slowly the boat drifts out into tho current. 
Here a tree has lost its anchorings and lies 
partly submerged in the water. 
Pieces 
of driftwsod have accumulated until a sub­ 
stantial dtim has buen formed. Your boat 
is anchored and a live minnow delicately 
hooked is stealthilr dropped into the pool 
Ijeneath the logs. You have but a moment 
to wait. Tho line is drawn taut -and the 
reel is set in rapid motion. A sudden jerk 
and your game is hooked 
TIiIb exp»>ri«nce 
is repeated until 25 or 50 black basii dangle 
from u string. 


Kvery lltihernian in St. Joseph knows 
where the fish are the mo^t plenlilul and as 
the current carries him along from one 
llshing i;round to another he has time to 
enjoy the rapturous scenery which every­ 
where abounds. Here a high blull clothed 
in pines gives the l«ndscH[»e a dignified ap- 
(learanco and you look with awe upon the 
scene. Suddenly you are whirled around 
a curve in tho treacherous cour^o of the 
river and the first glimpse of civilization 
which you have outaincd in hours is given 
you. in bewildering eontras to the shift­ 
ing scenes of natural picturesqiieness ap­ 
pears a farm house. Orchards of pear and 
peach trees, vineyards on the terraced hill­ 
sides, all bring you back to a realization 
that you are not in dreamland. 


Cottages and summer inns where the 
tired tourists seek health and rtcrealion re- 
]H>sa upon the banks, enlivening and 
variegating the scene. At noon the boat is 
lieached and from its depth the lunch 
basket is produced. Tho sparkling waters 
of a .spring babble down to the river at your 
feet and all around you are stately forest 
trees. If it is late in autumn and there is 
a lingo of erispness iu the aimospht're, a 
tire is kindled from faggots easily at hand 
and what will be remembered as the most 
delightful moment of your life will Ut ex- 
{»erienoed under iheso conditions. 


During the afternoon the fish are not 
lured from thoir native liaunts. The fisher­ 
men are tired of the sport and sit dreamily 
gazing upon the lleeiuig land8ca|>es as the 
boat lazily glides along wuh the four*mile- 
an-hour current of the river. Night over* 
takes you when within si„'nt of St. Joeopli, 
and if you have been unusually idle tbe last 
three miles ot the distance will be enjoyed 
in the moonlight. 


However small tho day’s catch has been, 
if you are created with the least bit of 
|K)etry in your soul you will feel comi)en- 
sated for iiaving neglected your business a 
day to sad from Twin Springs to St. 
Joseph.

Mi'SKBooy, Nov. 9—"The three-masted 
schooner,

uight, taking si.x men to a watery grave 
with her. Frank Delach,the solo survivor, 
was taken off a raft wreckage shortly after 
daylight yesterday morning. 


Delach asserts that Captain Corbett was 
directly responsiule tor tho Iusa of the ves* 
sel and tho death of the five niei) of her 
crow. He says that tho captain was in­ 
sane with drink, and not only refuficd to 
take projwr steps to save tho vessel, but 
also prevented the crow from taking meas­ 
ures to save tliemselves. 


“When wo came in sight of Muskegon,” 
said the rescued man, “tho captain did not 
know where he was and anchored one and 
one-half miles out against my protests. 
Shortly after »9 o’clock the boat began 
brenking up at anchor and the men sought 
safety in the riggings. One by one masts 
wont. The fall of one killed tho negro 
cook. 'I'he other,men clung to tho wreck­ 
age and were waslied away one at a time, 
the last disappearing at daybreak.”

Tho 
unmarried women in Walpi wear their 
hair in u strange way. Thoy coil it into 
two big disks just abovo thoir ears, 
'the intent being to pyniboHsra their 
youth ami promise by imitating tho 
squash flower; tho matrons correspond- 
ingly dress their hnir to flymbolizo tho 
ripened pqnash.'

IN NATURAL COLORS. 


Lifelike Tints Imparted to ail Ordinary 


It has been known for a long time 


Unit if tho sun'fl rays arc allowed to 
shine- upon tho glass side of a photo- 
graphic negative and the eye is brought 
into the proper position it is pos.siblo 
to soo tho positive picture in tho origi- 
nal natural colors of the object photo- 
graphed. From a scientific standpoint 
this is sometimes a matter of very 
great importance. In order to bring out 
this quality of a negative independently 
of tho sun's rnys Professor Lippmumi 
has, after long study, coustruotecl au 
apparatus which enables him to obtain 
the same result with artificial light. Ho 
employs n gas lamp with a Wolshach 
burner, tho rays of which are thrown 
upon the negative by means of a lens, 
in order to have tbo rnys Kii'ikollip ucg- 
ative parallel. 


The negative is for the purpose 


mounted upon a wooden stand with n 
black polished surface. 
Another largo 


lens, held iu a black framo, is mounted 
ou a separate stanil, and u diaphragm 
hold upon the snmo stand is provided 
immediately in front of the focus of 
this larger lens. To see tho picture in 
all its untnral beauty of color the uugJo 
at which tho negative is examined must 
bo exactly tho sumo as tho angle at 
which tho parallel rnys strike it. It. is 
iu tho reflection of the light rays and 
its distribution through tho larger lens 
that tho picture, which is fastened upon 
tho negative in dulJ block tones, is 
again dissolved into its original re- 
splendent beauty. Aside from its scien- 
tific importance, it is a matter of cou- 
sideniblo moment, for iustauoo, iu re- 
production of portraits iu oil after a 
photograph, siuco tints o£ imir, eyes 
niid complexion aro plainly discernible 
in tho artificially colored positive thus 
produced from the black negative.—Ex- 
change,

[>w Ho Almost I'roclpltatfld » Second 


Conflict With Fr»uce. 


The rapidity with which Franco was 


repairing the disasters of tho war and 
tho ease with which sho met tho finan- 
cial obligations it imposed on her as- 
tonished Europe iiud perturbed 
the 


statesmen at Berlin. Her military force 
was being judiciously reconstructed, 
aid it seemed also OH if tbo calculation 
of Prince Bismarck as regards the con- 
stitution of her internal government 
might he falsified. The German chnu- 
cellor desired to see established what a 
RUBBUIU diplomiilist happily described 
ns n repiiblumo dissolvaute. 


Notwithstanding his efforts to bring 


this result about nnd tbo impracticable 
character of the Coruto de Chumhord 
which rendered the restoration of mop 
nroliy-for n time impossible, there wer* 
indications that a stable sysirjm of gov- 
ernment would bo founded which would 
enable Franco to recover u strong posi- 
tion in the community of nations. Pnuue 
Bisimirck was resolved this should not 
bo, ami suddenly, in May, 
'75, Prince 


Hohcnlohe, the present o.. ^tcellor of 
tho German empire, who was then em 
bassador in Paris, appeared at the 
French foreign oflloo and asked for ex- 
planations regarding tho scheme for the 
reconstruction of the JProuch army. The 
Duo do Broglie, iu his interesting ac- 
count of tho embassy of M. do Gontaut- 
Biron to Berlin, describes the consterna- 
tion which followed this attempt to pro- 
voke another quarrel with France. An- 
other war Boeuicd inevitable. England 
and Russia interfered to prevent it 
Prince Bismarck could easily have dis- 
regarded the remonstrances of both.

ia the most dangerous iuEtrnment that 
is plnyed ou — dangerous to the player. 
A profound German medical authority 
says that it is doubtful if a healthy man 
playing aiiy instrument in a correct 
method ever suffers through playing 
upon Hiij reed or brass instrument, but 
those who have any weakness of tht 
heart or circulation may be injured by 
playing any wind instrument. 


As it is quite easy for a nmaioitui to 


inspire between the phrases of the 
music, but impossible for him to expire 
without overblowing his instrument, it 
follows that the instruments that re- 
quire the least expenditure of breath are 
tho more injurious for the reason that 
(ho player must hold his breath for long 
intervals. 


This ia the case with both the oboe 


and the flute. The charge is probably 
true that the curious tickling of the 
lips that is cuused by the double reed 
mouthpiece of the instrument frequent- 
ly causes cancer. 


The eminent scientist who has dis- 


covered those things about the compar- 
atively harmless oboe should now as- 
certain wliothor accordion nnd concer- 
tina playing rtocs not superinduce mus- 
cular pjirulysis in tin aggravated and in- 
incurable form.— Now Sork Journal.

The plant to bo constructed here wil I

You up- 
tly to Norgcs bank aud aro told that 
.ho matter will bo taken under cousid- 
ration nt tho directors' meeting on 
Vodncsday, and yon may look for an 
nswer to your npplicalion by Thnrs- 
ay. It does not mutter in tho least that 
'ou want tho If6,000 on Monday and 
lot Thursday.

wait. 


The orifrin of this institution was as 


icculiar u» its management is unusual, 
ioon after the nominal union of Nor- 
way nnd Sweden, in 1814, tho latter 
onntry began to feel tho need of great- 
r money facilities to meet the demands 
f the rapidly increasing commerce. 
Tho problem of securing tho necessary 
apital for a great national iustitutiou 
was a very simple ouo for the Nor- 


eKinn government. 
It raised stockholders for the bank 


nst as it raised soldiers for its armies. 
Svery well to do citizen was compelled 
o take so much stock. Ho waa always at 
iborty to take more if he chose, but al- 
vays in amounts divisible by five. 
Bookkeeping was mn.de easy on a new 
principle, in accordance with which 
iums ending in other figures than five 
nd zero were to be excluded from the 
ooks. 
This national bank is also a pawn- 


hop. 
It is authorized by law to loud 


money ou any nonperifhablG goods, pro- 
idcd they can bo deposited in tho bank 
nd kept under look and key. For this 
ervico it charges rather less than thn 
sual pawnbroker's interest, which 
may perhaps account for tho rarity of 
>rivate pawnshops in Norway.

.ade for less than cue month nor for 
more than six and only for.sums of at 
east 1120.—Pittsbnrg Dispatch: 


COST OF FIRING BIG GUNS. 


ome of the Practice Shooting Indulged 


lu Blown Away a Vile of Money. 


The days are long past when woEng- 


ish sang in a freo nnd easy way: 
Two Jolly Frenchmen and ono PortuRoe, 


,o jolly Euglishmun could lick them all three. 
We are ready enough now to give onr 


xjssible adversaries all credit for pluck 
ud perhaps for technical skill, nnd yet, 
a regards practice in tho use of their 
veapous, we still have them at an im- 
leasurablo disadvantage. This factor 
a commonly omitted from newspaper 
omparisouB, but it would probably have 
more weight than any other in deter- 


ining the issue of an actual struggle. 
?wo duelists may encb. have lion hearts 
aud each the best Damascus blades, bub 
f one has ten times more practice in tho 
art of fencing than the other it is long 
idtls that he will win. So it is with our 
mvy. It has a far greater knowledge of 
ihips, acquired by actual firing-practice, 
ban nny other power. 
And the reason 


>f this is precisely because such kuowl- 
sdge is a very expensive tiling to ac- 
quire, nnd England is the only naticn 
that cares to afford it. 


It is probable that where France, 


the next naval power, spends a mil- 
ion in sea cruising and gun firing, we 
spend five. From every Run In.onr navy 
.nviug a caliber of 10 inches and under 
.here are fired each quarter eight rounds 
of ammunition by way- of practice and 
!rom all guns heavier than 10 inch four 
rounds a quarter, irrespective of the ad- 
ditional rounds mwd in the annual 
'prize firing." The heavy expenditure 
uvolved in this item alouemay be hint- 
ed at by observing that every full round 
ired from a 6 inch gun costs £10, from 
an 8 iucn gun £30, from a 13 inch gun 
£138 and from the 10.35 inch, or 110 
:on gun, as much as £300. And these 
Igures are only a small part of the 
story, for the life of a vory heavy gun 
is not a long one, and though a 0 inch 
juu can fire as many as 600 rounds, 70 
or 80 full rounds aro tho limit of the 
110 ton. After firing that amount they 
ivill both requiro a now innor tube, a 
costly matter enough.—-Chambers' Jour- 
nal.
